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Jurors deliberating

MIAMI (AFP) - Jiurors begati 
their deliberations Friday m 
the racially-charged trial of a 
UE neighborhood watch vol¬ 
unteer accused of murdeimg 
unarmed black teenager 
Trayvon Martin. 

Jurors retired after defense 
and prosecution attorneys 
wrapped up dosmg arguments 
in a final bid to sway the siz- 
woman panel, winch must 
reach a unanimous verdict to 
convict. 

Two hours later, the jurors 
returned to the courtroom to 
ask the judge and lawyers to 
provide a list of the evidence m 
the case. 

The jury is to resume delib¬ 
erations on Saturday after ad¬ 
journing on Fiiday 


Earlier Judge Debra Nelson 
reminded jurors that tire onus 
was on prosecutors to prove 
their case against 29-year-old 
George Zimmerman. 

"It IS not necessary for 
George Zimmerman to dis¬ 
prove anything. Nor is George 
Zinimeiinan required to prove 
his innocence," she said. 

" It IS up to the state to prove 
George Zimmerman's guilt by 
evidence." 

Nelson also reminded ju¬ 
rors that Florida law allows 
residents to use lethal force to 
defend themselves, under the 
s tate' s c ontroV ersi al Stand 
Your Ground" law. 

"Tlie killing of a human 
being IS justifiable and lawful 
if uecessai’ily done while re¬ 
sisting an attempt to murder or 
commit a felony upon George 
Zimmerman, or to commit a 
felony m any dwelling house 
m winch George Zimmerman 
was at the time of the at¬ 
tempted killing," Nelson said. 

Zimmerman's lawyer 
wrapped up his case by telling 
jurors that Ins client feared he 
was going to die when he shot 
Maitin, 17.

The throwback to tlie 
paper-strewn days of Soviet 
bureaucracy has reportedly 
been prompted by the pub¬ 
lication of secret dociunents 
by anti-secrecy website 
WikiLeaks and the revela¬ 
tions leal^ed by fomier US 
intelligence contractor Ed¬ 
ward Snowden 

The Federal Guard Serv¬ 
ice, which IS also in charge 
of protecting President 
Vladimir Putm, is looking 
to spend just over 436,000 
rubles ($14,300) to buy a 
number of electnc t^^pewnt- 
ers, according to the site of 
state procurement agency, 
zakupki.gov ru. 

"Tliis purchase has been 
planned for more than a 
year now/ a source at the 
seivice, known by its Russ¬ 
ian acronymum FSO, told 
AFP on 'riiursday. 

The notice on the site 
was posted last week A 
spokeswoman for tlie serv¬ 
ice declined comment.

Ireland approves "life-saving” 
abortions for first time 



DUBLIN (AFP) - Irish law¬ 
makers on Friday overwhelm¬ 
ingly approved aboiTion for 
the first time m limited cases 
where the mother's life is ait 
risk, in a vote that revealed 
deep divisions m the predomi¬ 
nantly Catholic nation. 

The change was prompted 
by the death last year of an In¬ 
dian woman who had been re- 
fiised an abortion in an Iiish 
hospital, but more broadly 
ends years of uncertainty over 
the legal status of tenninations 
in the country. 

Legislators voted through 
the bill by 127 to 31 against in 
the early hours after two days 
of marathon debate in parlia¬ 


ment It will now go to a vote 
in tlie upper house, where the 
government has a inaj onty 
But in a sign of the rifts tliat 
remain on the issue, a junior 
minister quit her post aftei' vol- 
ing against the bill and faces 
esclusion fiom Prime Minister 
End a Kenny's Fine Gael party 
Kenny revealed recently he 
had received abusive letters 
wiitlen in blood and oppo¬ 
nents of tlie biU have branded 
him a murderer, while 35^000 
abortion opponents inai'ched 
in Dublin on Saturday. 

Tlie Protection of Life Dur¬ 
ing Pregnancy Bill allows for 
abortion in circumstances 
where doctors certify there is 


a real and substantial nsk to 
the life of the mother, as op¬ 
posed to a risk to her health. 

It also perimts a lennination 
when one obstetrician and two 
psychiatrists unanimously 
agree tliat an expectant mother 
IS a suicide nsk. 

Tlie "suicide clause' in par¬ 
ticular has divided society 
with some anti-temunation 
lawmakers warning tliat it will 
lead to a more liberal abortion 
regime in Ireland. 

The hill follows a 201Q Eu¬ 
ropean Court of Human Rights 
mling tliat found Ireland failed 
to implement properly the 
constitutional n^t to abortion 
where a woman's life is at risk 

Under a 1992 Supreme 
Court ruling, women in Ire¬ 
land are legally entitled to an 
abortion if it is needed to sav'e 
a mother's life - hut six suc¬ 
cessive governments have 
failed to introduce legislation 
to reflect this

Both sides hope that by 
bringing down restrictions on 
hade and investment -- most of 
whi ch invo 1 ve n on- tan flf b am - 
ers rather than hade tariffs, 
which are already low -- will 
help generate jobs and boost 
econonuc grovdh. 

Tlie ai'eas of divergence 
could potentially involve red- 
line issues tlie US and Europe 
set out before the talks began: 
US banking regulations, and 
France's protections for its fihn 
and television industiy. 

More broadly, Europe will 
raise the widespread prefer¬ 
ences that US states, cities and 
tlie federal government give to 
local contractors and suppliers, 
including in the lucrative de¬ 
fense sector 

And Washington will push 
Europe to open up to US 
bioteclmology products like 
genetically modified foods, 
which many European con¬ 
sumers consider dangerous. 

Th e week was marked by an 
entire day devoted to discus¬ 
sions with US industiy repre¬ 
sentatives woraed and hopeful 
about the negotiations, and a 
briefing for US legislators also 
concerned on how a treaty 
would impact tlieir con¬ 
stituents. Hie next round of 
talks was scheduled for tlie 
week of October 7, in Brussels.

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Malala Yousafsai took over 
tlie United Nations on Friday 
nine months after a Taliban 
gunman put a bullet in her 
head believing he was ending 
the Pakistani teenager's cam¬ 
paign for girls' education. 

The giii mai'king her l(3th 
birtliday with her first public 
speech since making a near 
miraculous recovery fi'om the 
attack on a school bus near her 
home in Pakistan’s Swat ’Val¬ 
ley. 

Doctors had to place a tita¬ 
nium plate over the hole in her 
skull and her hearing has been 
badly affected. But Mai ala has 
become a global superstar and 
a favorite to become the 
youngest ever Nobel Peace 
Prize winner. 

She has already been 
named as one of Time maga¬ 
zine's most influential people 
in 2013 and has reportedly se- 
i::ured a $3 million contract for 
a hook on her life story. 

"Tliis frail young girl who 
was seriously injured has be¬ 
come such a power fill symbol 
not just for the girls' right to 
education but for tlie demand 
tliat we do sometliing about it 
immediately," said fomier 
British pmne minister Gordon 
Brown, UN envoy on educa¬ 
tion who orgamzed World 
Malala Day. 


"Tliere will be no compro¬ 
mise with any religious ex- 
ti'emistwho says girls should 
not go to school or stop 
going to school at 10," 
Brown told CBS News 
Tlie Palastam teenager 
told the United Nations 
that she would not be si¬ 
lenced by terrorists 

"Tliey thought that the bul¬ 
let would silence us, hut tliey 
failed," Malala said in a pres¬ 
entation that was quicldy 
hailed fonts power. 

"Hie terrorists thought that 
they would change my aims 
and stop my ambitions, but 
notliiiig changed in my life, 
except tins, wealaiess, fear and 
hopelessness died. SU'eiigth, 
power and courage was bom," 
she said m a speech given sev¬ 


eral standing ovations. 
Malala, who wore a pink 
headscarf and a shawl that be¬ 
longed to assassinated Pak¬ 
istan leader Benazir Bhutto, 
insisted she did not want "per¬ 
sonal revenge" against tlie Tal¬ 
iban gunman who shot her on 


a bus in Pakistan's Swat ’Valley 
on October 12 last year. 

"I want education for the 
sons and daughters of the Tal¬ 
iban and all the terrorists and 
extremists. I do not even hate 
theTalibwho shot me. Even if 
there is a gun in my hand and 
he stands in front of me I 
would not shoot Inin." 

But Malala said "the ex¬ 
tremists were and they are 
afi'aid of books and pens, tlie 
power of education. The 
power of education silenced 
them Hiey are afi'aid of 
women." 

"Let us pick up our books 
and pens They are our most 
owerfiil weapons. One 
one teacher, one 
en and one book can 
change the world Ed¬ 
ucation IS the only 
solution," she said 
Malala is now 
considered a leading 
ontender for the 
Nobel Peace Prize The 
Tahban have made it clear 
however that she remains a 
target. 

UN leader Ban Ki-moon 
and other top officials also 
bailed her achievements. 

Hie speech in which Malala 
invoked the lega'iy of Martin 
Lutlier King, Nelson Mandela 
and other legendary peace ad¬ 
vocates brought qiuck praise. 


British Prime Minister 
David Cameron said on his 
twitter account tliat Malala had 
delivered a "powerful mes¬ 
sage". 

The United Nations esti¬ 
mates tliat 57 million cliildren 
of pnmary school age do not 
get an education -- half of 
them in countries at conflict 
like Syna. "Students and 
teachers across our globe are 
intimidated and harassed, in¬ 
jured, raped, and even killed. 
Schools are burned, bombed, 
and destroyed," said DiyaNi- 
jhowne, director of the Global 
Co alihon to Protect Education 
from Attack. Nijhowne high¬ 
lighted a horrific attack in 
northern Nigeiia last week. 
Gunmen firom the Boko 
Hai'am Islanust group -- 
whose name literally means 
"Western education is a sin" -- 
broke into a secondaiv hoard- 
mg school and killed 41 stu¬ 
dents and one teacher before 
settiiig fire to the building. Ac¬ 
cording to Ban's annual report 
on cluldren and conflict, 115 
schools were attackedlasl year 
m Mall, 321 m the occupied 
Palestmian territory 167 in 
Afghanistan and 165 in 
Yemen
